Two gentlemen who were 
conversing on the subject in loud tones in the 
Graben were taken into custody.

A great crowd gathered again this morning 
outeide the church chapel, awaiting an op- 
portunity to view the remains of the late 
Crown Prince Rudolf.

A REQUIEM MASS IN LONDON. 

LONDON, February 5.—A requiem mass for 
the late Austrian Crown Prince was celebrated 
here to-day. The Prince of Wales, Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, Lord Salisbury and the 
Russian, French, German, Turkish and Bel- 
gian representatives attended the services. 

THE PRINCE’S LETTER. 

Pestu, February 5.—The Nation publishes 
the letter written by Crown Prince Rudolf, a 
short time before his death, to Herr von Szoe- 
gyenyl, the attache of the Imperial household, 
to whom he had entrusted the preparation of 
his papers. The letter reads: 

„ Deak SZOEGYENYI—I send you herewith a 
codicil. Execute its provisions and those of 
my will drawn two years ago with then the 


j assent of my wife. In my study at the Hot- 


burg stands a small tabie. With the inclosed 
gold key open the drawers and you will find 
my papers, the arrangement of which I intrust 
to you, leavingto your judgment to decide 
whatto publish. Ican live no longer. Re* 
member me to all my good friends. Farewell. 
God bless our beloved fatherland. Yours, 
**RUDOLF.’’ 
NEWSPAPERS DENOUNCED. 

BERLIN, February 5.—The North German 
Gazette publishes an article in which it severely 
denounces those newspapers which have cir- 
culated the reports that the Crown Prince of 
Austria was slain on account of his relations 
with certain women. 


The Parnell Commission. 


LONDON, February 5.—At the opening of to- 
day’s session of the Parnell Commission At- 
torney-General Webster said he had finished 
with the Irish portion of the Tunes case and 
would now take up the American part. A 
witness named Beach then testified. He said 
he joined the Fenians in 1865 and was ap- 
pointed military organizer. After the failure 
of the invasion of Canada by the Fenians he 
joined a society known as the B. O., the 
object of which was to provide money to 
carry on the Irish agitation and to sbip arms 
to Ireland. Witness said he remembered the 
visit of Messrs. Dillon and Parnellto America 
in 1880. The meetings held during their stay 
in the United States were organized exclus- 
ively by the United Brotherhood or Clan-na- 
Gael. Witness attended several meetings at 
which Messrs. Dillon and Parnell were pres- 
ent. Mr. Parnell attended the demonstration 
in Chicago, at which bodies of the Clan-na 
Gael, and the Hibernian Rifle Guards were 


under arms. 
PARNELL WILL APPEAL. 


The action brought by Mr. Parnell against 
Mr. John Walter, registered proprietor of the 
Times, for libel, came up before the Court at 
Edinburg again to-day and the case was dis- 
missed, the costs being taxed against the 
plaintiff. The judgment was given on the 
ground that Mr. Walter being one of the co- 
partnership owning the Times, arrestments 
against him as an Individcal would be invalid. 
Mr. Parnell will appeal from this decision. 
Ata meeting of the council having charge of 
the social publication of Rudolf’s work in 
Austro-Hungary to-day, Herr Von Szoegenyi 
intimated that the Emperor was in favor of 
continuing and completing the work, which, 
he said, would probably be finished under the 
patronage of the Crown Princess Stephanie. 
THE B. O.“ CONSTITUTION. 
Beach here produced a copy of the constitu 
tion of the B. C., ar Clan-na-Gael. This 
provided for concerted action with the Irish 
Brotherhood and kindred societies, to bring 
about a combination of gi Irish revolutionary 
movements in all parts of the world to act de- 
cisively against England. The witness 
said that in i978 =6©Devoy and 
Millen were sent as delegates to Ireland, re- 
ceiving $10,000 from the skirmishing fund and 
a further sum which does not appear in the 
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Wales’ quarrel with Count Herbert Bismarck 
is confirmed. Herbert said to the Prince: 

No Britishers will now meddle in German 
politics.’ 

The Prince, who loves bis 
the Empress Frederick, with a dog- 
like affection, was mightily offended. 
The Empress’ nervous system is broken, but 
her physical health is unimpaired. There isa 
report that Bismarck found in the Geffcken 
papers an anonymous memorandum in 
Morier’s handwriting disclosing a scheme for 
upseting Bismarck. The document is said to 
explain the bitterness of the Geffcken-Moriey 
incident. 


Stevens’ Search for Stanley. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

ADEN, February 5.—I arrived yesterday 
morning by the Peninsular and Oriental mail 
steamer, which I left here and which last 
night proceeded on her voyage to Bombay. 
The trip down the Red Sea was very stormy 
and disagreeable and everybody was glad 
when the bleak and frowning cape of Aden 
appeared in sight. I am obliged to remain 
here until Wednesday, when the little mail 
boat, Bagdad, starts on its bi-monthly trip to 
Zanzibar, where I hope to arrive towards tha 
end of the week. Intense bitterness 
prevalls among the English and 
also among the numerous British Indian mor- 
chants here against the Germans, who are 
held responsible for the state of anarchy and 
absolute stoppage of trade at Zanzibar. In- 
credible tales are told of German brutality 
and grrogance in dealing withthe natives, 
who certainly appear to have been subjected 
to the most extreme forms of provocation be- 
fore they finally broke out in insurrectiog 
against their oppressors. 

ARAB HOSTILITY. 

Unfortunately the hostility of the Arabs and 
natives on the Zanzibar mainiand has ex- 
tended to all other white races, even to the 
English and Scotch traders and missionaries, 
with whom they have lived on terms of great 
amity and mutual consideration for many years 
past. There is also considerable talk here 
among the garrison and among the merchants 
concerning the antipathy and overbearing 
conduet of the Germans toward the British at 
Zanzibar. To such a piteh is this carried that 
itis even alleged that the members of the 
German East African Trading Co. have in: 
structed their native employes to spit on the 
ground whenever an Englishman passes by. 
However much sympathy there may be be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Prince Bismarck in 
this African business it would seem that it is 
entirely absent in the case of the Germans and 
English at Zanzibar. STEVENS.

THE MASTER PAINTERS. 


Assembled to Discuss Trade Questions and 
Plans. 


The State Convention of the Master House 
Painters’ and Decorators Association was 
called to order at 9:30 this morning at No. 
218 North Fourth street. Thie is the second 
convention in the association’s history, the 
first baving been held a year ago in Kansas 


Cl President George W. Pooler vresided 
and the following delegates were present: E. 
B. Matthews, James Ruane, Herman Hop- 
las, Fresh & Mook, Sullivan and Codding- 
n, and Charles W. Holland ot St. Louis; 
Geo. W. Pooler, C. Gaugh, Edward H. Scott, 
August Starmann, Thomas Lavell, Jos. T 
Churchill, T. G. Butcher of St. Joe; Brook, 
Best & Co., Matt Madden, G. V. Wheelan. L. 
M. Murphy, Lippert & De Launney, T. M 
Jackson, J. B. Winters, H. H. McCue, R. E. 

Alfermann, Wagner 4 Cum 
mings, W. 4. Reason + Agger & Burris of 
Kansas City; Arnold 8 Dolt of Wasbington, 
Mo., and Jas.

President Pooler of St. Joe opened the con- 
vention with an address. He said that after 
the absence of a year they were again assem - 
bled to consider how best to promote the in- 
terests the craft.

To Secretary, J. A. Best, was 
due in agreat measure whatever progress 
in this respect had been made thusfar. He 
had sent copies of the association’s constitu- 
tion to painter in the State 
whose he could ascertain. 
President Pooler then expressed regret that 
he had been unable to get reduced rates for 
the visiting delegates.

PICKLING OLIVES. 


Foster sold 


How They Are Prepared for Market by Cali 
fornia Cultivators, 


From the American Analyst. 

The olive-raisers of California bave differ- 
ent methods of preparing the fruit for pickles 
The one adopted in Santa Barbara is as fol- 
lows: The berries are put in fresh water, 
which should be changed every day, for forty 
or fifty days; then put in sait brine, not very 
strong, and, after remaining a few days, 
drawn off, a second brine substituted, 
made nearly strong erough to bear an egg. 
The water should be boiled. Keep the 


olives well eovered with the brine. Great 
care should be taken in handling the berries 
so as not to bruise them. The easiest plea. 
when picking from the tree, is to drop them 
in water. They are usually picked when they 
begin to turn a. poset dolor. Another 
method, copied from the Pacific Rurai Press: 
Pick the olives as soon as they in to show 
a reddish cast and rinse them in clean water. 
Then take one ounce of concentrated lye and 
dissolve it in water. One-third of this so- 
lution put in water enough to cover one 
gallon of olives. After a day or 
two our off this water, and 
add another ve of the same strength. This 
may be repeated once more, as five orsix days 
are consumed fn taking out the bittenness with 
the lye. The lye should be used until the 
fruit suits the taste, Then the olives are put 
in pure fresh water until the alkallis well re- 
moved. This can be ascertained by the color 
of the water and by the taste. In salting, use 
the best Liverpool ‘‘coaree fine’’ galt, the 
amount being about ten pounds to the barrel 
of olives, water enough being used to cover 
the fruit. Barrel up tight, and keep 
in a cool ace. All the proc 
ess should e conducted in the 
dark, as the light is apt to injure the color. 
The celebrated olives pickled after the man- 
ner of Picholine are put under a treatment of 
lye made more alkaline by the addition of 
quicklime, Atter leaving the olives a certain 
length of time, until the pulp separates easily 
from the seed—a condition which depends 
upon the strength of therlye and the size of 
the olives—they are then washed and put in 
strong brine. In the South they flavor with 
fennel and coriander; sometimes they substi- 
tute in place of the seed a small p of an- 
chovy and a caper. In the latter case the 
olives should be fn oil.

A NEW YORK POLICEMAN USES HIS PISTOL 
WITH FATAL RESULTS, 


Attacked by a Mob ef Strikers and Pelted 
With Stones, He Fires Into the Crowd 
and Kills One Man—tThe Victim a Belt 
Line Hostler—Cars Running on All Lines. 


New Yorn, February 5.—There is very little 
to be said about the street car tie-up to-day 
beyond the fact that all the roads that ran 
cars yesterday are running again to-day, 
most ot them on schedule time, agd all of 
them meeting the demands of the traffic. 
Even the Belt Line started out this morning.

A New Treasury Order.

Lockport, N. Y., February 5.—Mr. May- 
nard, Assistant Secretary offthe Treasury, bas 
issued a new order regarding the bonding of 
freight on which there is duty while passing 


through Canada to the United States, on its 
way to some foreign port. It bas been cus- 
tomary for freight agents at Suspension — 
to Ale a bond good for sixty days covering the 
duty on this freight. The collector of the port 
of exit then sends a certificate of the 
export of the goods to the collector at Sus- 
pension Bridge, who, upon receipt of the 
same, discharges the bond given dy the 
freight agent for its proper transit through 
the States. In case the certificate of export is 
not at hand, the bond matures. The freight 
agents have been in the habit of making ap- 
plication to the Secretary of the Treasury for 
an extension of time onthe bond, which has 
been readily granted. Now, howeyer, the 
department after January 4 gives notice that 
it will refuseto grant a second extension to 
any railroad.

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DELEGATIONS BEFORE THE BOARD OF 
| - PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Compton Hill Improvement Associa- 
tion—The Park Railway Co.’s Affairs— 
Appointing Street Sprinkling Inspectors 
—Public Improvements—The Street 
Sweeping Contracts—Committee Meet- 
logs To-Day—Municipal Matters—At the 
City Hall. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
meeting this morning and transacted consid- 
erabie business, beside listening to the peti- 
tions of the South Side property-holders, who 
appeared to urge certain measures they 
wanted adopted, and to object to some plans 


which are now before the Municipal Assembly. 


Mr. V. N. Judson and Mr. Given Campbell 
spoke for some time on the subject of the 
future improvement of Park and Grand ave- 
nues. 

There is now existence an ordi- 
mance giving the Park Street Railroad 
Co. a right of way along Park ave- 
nue from Mississippi avenue and along Grand 
from Fark avenue to Tower Grove Park. 
There is a provision in this ordimance which 
provides as follows: ‘‘Should Grand or Park 
avenues be ever deciared boulevards, or pub- 
lic drives, or promenades, then the city, 
through the City Engineer, will have 
authority to order the taking up 
and removing of said railroad track 
or tracks from either or both of said avenues 
so designated a boulevard or public drive. 

The ordinance further provides that in case 
the tracks are removed from the two streets 
mentioned they shall be placed on some street 
next to the two from which the fracks are re- 
moved.

Hubbard, Edmund T. Allen, James O. Broad- 
head, Julius Pitgman, Henry C. Haarstick, E.

COUNTERFEITED LABELS. 


THAT IS THE CHARGE AGAINST ERSKINE 
MANSFIELD AND THE URY BROTHERS, 


e 


They Are Alleged to Have Sold Spurious 
Labels of the International Cigar Mak- 
ers’ Association Under the Firm Name 
of D. Albers & Co.—How the Case Was 
Worked Up—Histery of the Case. 


OW after a long in- 
vestigation a special 

committee appointed 

| by the Cigarmakers’ 
International Union 
considered that suffi- 
cient information had 
been obtained to have 
Warrants sworn out 
against Herman and 
Levi Ury, and Erskine 
Mansfield, yesterday 
on a charge of being 
the persons who for 
several years have 
been making and selling counterfect labels 
purporting to be genuine labels of 
the union. The warrants were taken 
out yesterday afternoon and the 
men arrested. The annoyance and trouble 
given the local cigar-makers’ union by the 
circulation of bogus labels dates back to the 
time when the local cigarmakers first adopted 
a label. The idea of having a label was first 
conceived by the white cigarmakers of Cali- 


Chinese who engaged in that business. 
had suffered a great deal in consequence of 
this cheap competition, and after having to 
put up with it for some time some 
one advanced what was considered 
a happy suggestion, that ‘all cigars 
manufactured by white men be designated by 
a white label, so that the buyer would know 
which were the cigars manufactured by the 
Mongolians and which were those made by 
whit® The plan of course was that when the 
cigars were designated there would be no call 
for Chinese article and that consequently the 
Chinese cigarmakers would be crowded out of 
the fleld. 

In 1879 the St. Louis union cigarmakers de- 
cided to adopt this method of pro- 
tecting themselves from non-union man- 
ufacturers. They got up a red 


label of very simple design and had it put on 
all boxes of cigars made by unlog men. This 
label was easily counterfeited a some per- 
sons took advantage of its siinplicity to issue 
a lot of spurious ones. When the bogus 
stamps were detected a meeting was called 
and it was decided to use a label which could 
not be so easily counterfeited. ordingly 
one was designed, an exact representation of 
which would be difficult to produce. For 
sometime no attempt to counterfeit it was 
made. This label wus also red. In 1880 
the International Association met at Chicago 
and adopted a biue label of very complex de- 
sign but did not discountenance the use of dit - 
ferent kinds of labels by local unions. The 
trade mark of the St. Louis union remained 
uncounterfeited until 1886, but in that year 
some persons, by means of the photo-engrav- 
ing process, succeeded in producing a label so 
similar tothe union one that the differences 
could only be detected by minute inspection. 
The existence of 
THIS COUNTERFEIT 

was made known tothe union ia a peculiar man- 
ner. Onenight some person or persons drove 
through the principal streets of the city in a 
buggy and scatte the counterfeits broad- 
cast as they drove along. The next morning 
the spurious labels were found in the streets 
as thick as playbills. The union men did not 
know exactly whatto make of this strange 
action, but it was the opinion of some that the 
general distribution of the bogus trade-marks 
was done by some non-union men 
for pure revenge. The appearance of 
such a good counterfeit made nec- 
some further action on the 
part of the union men to protect themselves, 
and it was decided to set on foot an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of tracing down the 
counterfeiters. is investigation, however, 
was fruitiess, or at least did not lead to such 
results as would warrant any arrests. About 
a year ago, at the meeting of the International 
Association at Binghamton, N. T., a resolu- 
tion was passed revoking the right of local 
unions to use thelr own label and making it 
compulsory to use tn be 1 0 
association. The 8856. in 
obedience to this order discarded its own label 
and an to use that of the International 
Association. It was not long after the adop- 
tion of this thata counterfeit appeared and 
the officers of the International Association 
were notified. A committee was appointed to 
inves te the matter, and the members have 
work assiduously ever since to the 
counterfeiters. After a ’s mves tion 
they now believe they have found the coun-

These individ 
are alleged to have advertised union labels for

CONSUL MACCORD’S CASE. 


THE BRUTAL TREATMENT OF AN AMERICAN 
CITIZEN IN PERU. 


Thrown Inte Prison and Maltreated—Con- 
damned and Sentenced to Death Without 
Trial—Citizens Raise the Sum of $10,000 
and Secure MacCord’s Release—Inefiect- 
ual Appeals to Secretary Bayard. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsprpaTCu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 5.—The 
manner in which the State Department under 
Secretary Bayard has neglected to protect the 
rights of American citizens appears clearly in 
the following statement of facts in the case of 
a man not only an American but an official in 
the State Department. As long ago as June, 
1885, an American citizen, a native of Penn- 
syivania, V. H. MacCord, was violently 
seized, thrown into prison and brutally 
treated. Without trial he was condemned 
and sentenced to death, and marched out at 
midnight to be shot without a shadow 
of acause or provocation by the author- 
ities of Arequipa, the second city of 
Peru. The sum of $10,000 was raised by 
residents of the city and paid to the violators 
of the law and his rights and by this sum his 
liberty was purchased and he was released, 
This inexcusable outrage was soon after form- 
ally made known in all its details to Secretary 
Bayard. He excused himself from demand- 
ing reparation by reason of a statement from 
Minister Buck, resident at Lima, that at the 
time of the outrage Peru was in a condition of 
armed revolution; that the Prefect, Manuel 
San Roman, who is charged by MacCord with 
responsibilify for his injuries, was a Colonel 
in the Peruvian army and a revolutionary 
chieftain. 

INDORSED BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

In December, 1886, the perpetrators of this 
outrage, at Arequipa, fearing the conse- 
quences to themselves, referred the matter to 
the authorities of the Peruvian Government 
at Lima, who indorsed their approval of the 
violence and crime against MacCord and there- 
dy made it the act ofthe Government. Pre- 
suming upon the indifference manifested by 
the United States Government in June or July 
of 1888, Mr. MacOCord was again imprisoned in 
his office for five days so that the sum of $3,000 
might be extorted from him. His captors re- 


fused him both food and water for twenty-

In the Senate this afternoon Senator Moran 
of Buchanan Oounty scored an im ant 
victory in the interests of tue saloon-keepers 
when he had his dram-sbop bill referred to 
the Committee on Towns, Cities and Villages. 
A resolution was Introduced instructing the 
committee to report the measure back to the 
Senate tothe end that it might be sent to the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisp:udence.

A Tribute te the Deceased From Ose Who

Dr. O’ Brien has been a resident of St. Louis 
County for twenty 11 and all ot that t me 
a practicing physician. His residence on sut- 
ter avenue, just beyond Rosedale on the Wa- 
bash Rallway, is one of the oldest landmarks 
in St. Louis proper and will be remembered 
by old residents asthe Watson place. In the 
practice of his profession Dr. O’Rrien was 
ever conscientious, even to a fault. His pa- 
tients were among all classes and situations 
in life, and each and all he served with equal 
faithfuiness and care. There was never 
weather too inclement nor an hour too unsea- 
sonabie to find him going his rounds through 
almost impassabie roads to visit his humblest 
patient. Who will ever tell of his many acts 
of charity, of how many visits to patients in 
the lower walks of life where no entry appe 
on the ‘‘visitin 
forthcoming? To these—and they are many 
his death has removed more than a friend. 

Possessed ofa thoroughly practical know!l- 
edge of medicine and complete self reliance, 
his shadow has fallen across many a threshold, 
inapiring confidence where everything was 
gloom, and creating hope for despair. To the 
oldest ot his patients, those whom he has 
served for years, his loss will be most keenly 
felt. As a friend, Dr. O’Brien was ever 
staunch and faithful. Impuisive by nature, 
he formed strong likes and dislikes, but he 
was ever frank and outspoken, and witha!

. RIETY AT THE THEATERS. 


The Bostonians Give ‘‘Pygmalion and Gala- 
ton to an Immense Audience—A Charm- 
ing Opera and Artistic Performance— 
The Gorgeous Crystal slipper” at the 
Grand—Other Attractions, | 


HERE was an overfiow- 
ing benefit for Mr. Short 
and a splendid recep- 
tion for the Bostonians 
at the Olympic last 
evening. 

The theater and 
Deoorkeeper Taylor were 
handsomely decorated 
for the occasion. Potted 
plants Uluminated dy 
colored electric lights 
were banked against the 
pillars of the prosceani- 
um arches add flowers 
and banners adorned 
thé boxes. Mr. Taylor’s 
dome was covered with 
a silk tile and his figure 
was draped in full-dress regalia ornamented 
with cut fowers. The audience filled every 
seat in the house and overflowed into the 
promenade and aisies, where many stood 
during the entire performance. 

The audience was amply rewarded for going 
out in the somewhat inclement weather. 
„ Pygmallan and Galatea’’ as an opera was 
given for the first time inthis city and the 
performance was altogether delightful. 

The opera is rather difficult to classify. It is 
romantic with several impassioned scenes 
which border on grand opera and yet it is so 
thoroughly pervaded by a vein of light, grace- 
ful, witty satire and amusing comedy 
that the somberness of the main 
theme is cntirely relieved. It is 
practically the comedy of W. 8. Gilbert 
changed into a musical comedy. Mr. Weil bas 
done admirabie work in adapting the play to 
the music of Ambroise Thomas, with additions 
from Halevy and Von Suppe. The changing, 
arranging, joining of the score and play, and 
the interpolation of lyrics, is so deftly done 
that one would never suspect that the work 
was not written as an opera at first, except 
that the bright lines of Mr. Gilbert are pre- 
served almost intact and are spoken for the 
most part, although here and there the reci- 
tative form is used. 

The music is charming, ranging through the 
entire gamut of emotions, from roilicking hu- 
mor to tender sentiment and wailing sorrow. 

There are maoy melodious airs which are 
captivating and will hear frequent hearing. 

It was the performance, however, which 
filled the measure of enjoyment for the audi- 
ence. It was equal to the music and libretto 
and was thoroughly artistic and admirabie. 
The cast was evenly strong and the perform- 
ance was marked by several efforts which may 
be ciassed as brililant. 

Mar ie Stone filled the ideal of Galatea hap- 
pily, singing the score with artistic and vocal 
excellence and investing the character with 
deticate nalvete and the ingenuous 
spirit of wondering unsopnistieation for 
which it calls. One of the tromphs of the 


evening was scored by Jessie Rartiett Davis in 
the role of Cynieca. er rich fine Voice and 
artistic treatment of the part, particularly in 
the semi-tragic situation in which she dis- 
covers ber husband’s faithlessness and calis 
down judgment upon him, aroused the en- 
thusiasm of the audience. Tom Kari did ad- 
mirabie work, dramatic and vocal, as Pygma!- 
ion. His voice is in better condition than last 
season and his work was artistic and effective. 
H. C. Barnabee as Cbhrysos, the rich and 
wicked old Athenian, made a comedy hit. 
Josephine Bartlett was spirited as Daphne, 
and excellent work Was done by W. H. Mac- 
Donald as cippe, Carlotta Maconda as 
Myrene, Eugene Cowles, who revealed a fine 
basso, Louise Cleary and Fred Dixon. 

From the laughter and applause with which 
the performance was received the judgement 
of the audience was ap nt. Many of the 
gems were encored several times. 

To-night the company will present ‘‘Dor- 
othy,’’ which is pew to this city. Juliette 
Corden, the young soprano who made such a 
favorable impression last season, and EJwina 
Hoff, who will be remembered as the tenor of 
the Conreid Co. at the Cave, will appear.

CHICAGO DRESSED BEEF. 


New York Butchers Anzious for Legislation 
Against the Trade. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

New York, February 5.—An important 
movement ig on foot among the New York 
butchers to obtain legislation which will stop 
or at least regulate importation into this mar- 
ket of Obicago dressed beef. The product has 
made great inroads into the local market, and 
the effect bas been particularly noticeabie in 
the falling off of the slaughtering industry 


here. Fornierly slauguter- houses were nu- 
merous in the upper 

city, and al 

extended Peekskill. 
There are now only three large firms doing 
their own slaughtering in the city, and it is 
said that there is not a single abbatoir be- 
tween Harlem and skill. Over 7,000 men 
have been thrown out Of employment. The 
cause ofthis growth of the sale of Chicago 
dressed beef has been its cheapness, and the 
local batchers say that the low price is made 
possible by the unscrupulousness of the Obi- 
cago slauchterers a8 to the quality. It 
is alleged further that there is no 
practical way of ascertaining from «a 
carcass whether the anima! killed was in good 
health, and all sanitary measures are thus 
obviated. The consequence is that as the 
sale t Chicago beef increases, the more will 
the sanitary laws become a dead letter. 

In view of this fact, the draiting of a proper 
law stopping the importation into this State 
of beef carcasses bas n under discussion 
during the last few weeks, and the agitation 
culminated in a meeting held last night at the 
Grand Union Hotel; and attended bf 
nearly all the repgesentative wholesale 
dealers in thw ci! and its vicinity. 
In the debate the question it 
was brought out that the ranchmen of the 
West are N in favor ot the proposed 
measure, as it will give thema greater mar 
ket for their live stock. At present they are 
com ed to sell the be t cattie in Kansas City 
or St. uis, where the Chicago Big Four, 
Armour, Swift and others, have their agents. 
Representatives of the slaughter-house work. 
men who are now out of work were also pres 
ent, and argued for their constituencies. A 
large fond was contributed by subscription to 
carry out the project. . 

A bill similar to the one proposed here is 
now in the house ofthe Pennsylvania Legi«- 
lature and is being fought tooth and nail by 
the Chicago houses. be yee, Board of 
Trade bas taken notice of the nusylvania 
bill and has passed resolutions declaring that 
the pretense that dressed meats are diseased, 
advanced by the adherents of these bills, isa 
sham; that their purposeand design is to 
cripple and impair ose of the great industrial 
enterprises of the country, and the false 
charges made by the supporters of such legis- 
lation wilt injure the repatation of our meat 
products at home and abroad and damage the 
cattle raising industry of the whole country. 


WANTED AND GOT A KAISE. 


The Carpenters Take Advantage of the Big 
Bulldiag Prospects. 


The journeymen carpenters and the master 
builders have not yet come to day agreement 
about the waces and nung of hours of 
labor to prevail in the spring, very likely 
the proposition of dullders formulated at 
a meeting held in Granite Building will 
be acceptable to the journsymen.

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PRINCE RUDOLF 


A NEW THEORY ADVANCED BY AN AUS- 
TRIAN A- orion 


The Tragedy Probably a Suicide in Conse- 
quence of a Duel—The Duel in the Ger- 
man and Austrian Armies and Its 
Regulations—An ‘“‘American Duel“ Ex- 
plainsthe Mystery. 


EEP interest in the 
tragedy in 
the Austrian im- 
house has 
heen excited in all 
parts of the world. 
Among al the 
speculations and 
sortes that have 
* jarisen since the 
Z. death of Crown 
Prince Rudolf, 
said Gustavus A. 
Wilderich, at pres- 
ent of Chicago, 
but a native of 
Prague, who is at 
the Southern, I 
have been surprised to see that one expiana- 
tion of the tragic occurrence, and one that 
seems to me to be the most reasonable of 
all, has not deen suggested. Both 
the duel and the suicide theory 
have many advocates, circumstances seem- 
ing to point to one solution or the other, 
while other clreumstances appear to be con- 
tradictory to each. My belief is, as far ag I 
can form a pellet on the subject, that Prince 
Rudolf 's death is to be ascribed to both 
causes—duel and suicide combined. I think 
he fell in an ‘American duel.’ 
AFFAIRS OF HONOR ABROAD. 
To Americans the manner in which affairs 
of honor are conducted in both Germany and 
Austria appear very strange. Duels 
are very rare among civilians, but 
in the army they are not only 
permitted, but even made compulsory under 
certain circumstances. Every regiment, 
brigade, division and corps has what is 
known as its court of honor, composed of the 
officers attached to each, a certain number of 
whom are appointed by the commander to 
pass upon all matters where a challenge is 
given, to decide whether or not the duel shall 
take place, to prescribe its conditions, ana 
sometimes to name the weapons. An officer 
who receives a challenge from another must 
accept it as a matter of Courgs, but they were 
not allowed to choose their seconds and go 
out and fight without further ceremony. A 
court of honor ig ordered chosen from the 
regimental officers if the challenged and 
challenger are below the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and from those of higher rank in 
case the commission of the would-be duel- 
ists necessitate it. Before this court all the 
circumstances connected with the quarrel 
are brought oat, and by its decision u par - 
ties must abide. If the cause of offense is not 
considered sufficientiy grave to require the 
arbitrament of arms, tne duelis forbidden, 
and the in fault, sometimes both, are 
required to make apology. To fight after the 
court of honor bas pronounced against it, or 
without bringing the matter before it, is pun- 
ished by instant diemiseal. 
FIGHTING WITH SABERS. 

When, however, the court decides that a 
duel must take place the next question is that 
of the weapons. Contrary to the custom for- 
merly prevalent in America and England, the 
challenwer bas the right to choose the weapons. 
This for two reasons, first that 
the challenged is the injured party, and that a 
man should not de allowed to ineult another, 
and thus secure the choice of his favorite 
weapon, and secondly that when a challenge 
is given both parties may Kknaow just what it 
amounts to. The weapon to be used is 
always named in the challenge. Io 
the German and Austrian armies 
only two are allowed, the crooked, as distin- 
guished from tne cavairy saber, and the pis- 
tol. There is a general prejudice against pis- 
tol duels, as the sword is regarded as the gen - 
tleman s weapon. Among saber duels there 
are two grades, the less serious that with 
wrappings and bandages, as # ig called, and 
the more dangerous that without. In the 
duel with bandages the arm WProtected by 
strips of silk from the wrist to the elbow. A 
heavy leathern cravat guards the throat, and 
a thick padded apron covers the stomach. 
VW nen no bandages are used a narrow strip of 
silk covers the the stomach 
is protected, of the sword 
is alone thrusting or 
striking with the blade being 
strictiy prohibited. In addition to two 
seconds fur each — two doctors and an 
umpire are in attendance. A dyel may be 
prescribed to last until biood is wn, or 
until one party receives a disabling wouad.

PROF. FELIX ADLER TALKS 


HE DISCUSSES ETHICAL CULTURE AS IT'S 
HERE AND ELSEWHERE 


A Movement on Foot to Introduce It Into 
the Colleges—Stadents’ Societies Formed 
inthe East—The Attitude of the Churches 
Not as Antagonistic as It Was at First— 
The Difference Between the Churches 
and Moral Culture, 


HAT dol think of eth- 
ical culture in St. Lou- 
is?’’ queried Prof. Fe- 
lix Adler to-day in re- 
ply to a auéstion put 
tothe teacher of the 
doctrine of duty. 

The Professor was 
seated in a plush - oov · 
ered chair in his par- 
or- floor room at the 
Southern Hotel and 
his large biue eyes 
gazed meditatively at 
alitie bit of sky which 


might have been seen at the top of the build- 
ing across the way. 

I think well of n, he said. ‘‘Much 
progress has been made since I was here last. 
Mr. Sheldon has done good work; the society 
has done good work and practical work. You 
heve a reading-room for working men and 4 
girls’ class, and your society here is increas- 
ing. I ean say nothiag but in praise of the 
progress made in St. Louis—it is that prac- 
tical progress which ig the best. Iwas very 
much pleased in noting the changes and the 
hold which the movement has taken of many 
people here, and see nothing but a Dright 
future for our work in St. Louis.’’ 

How the movement doing eisewhere—in 
the East, I mean?’’ 

„It is doing well—very well. I need only say 
that we are on the way towards its intro- 
duction into the colleges. Twenty-five stu- 
dents of the Johns Hopkins University of Bal- 
timore bave formed a students’ society, and 
this move I regard as the forerunner of other 
and similar moves. We want the movement 
in the colleges; we want moral culture on all 
lines and we want it to jift all classes. We 
believe it can.’’ 

ABOUT THE CHURCHES. 

‘*Tell me, Prof. Adler, about the churches; 
are they as hostile to you as at first?’’ 

In answering that question I off say that 
Iam working hand in hand with a man like 
Heber Newton. Thechurches are not against 
us. Ican see no reason why they should be. 
We do not care what a man’s ideas on relig- 


ious matters may be. A theist may be as 
morala man asan agnostic and an agnos- 
tic may be as moral as 4a.,theist. 
It is a f@ct that those ‘hinisters 
who are willing to help us in our work, or 
rather those who withhold condemnation, if 
they do not praise, are of the more liberal 
kind. They appreoiate that our aim is common. 
Tuey teach morals; we teach morais. What 
matters our method? Judge me by fruits and 
not by my roots. 

„But the inference would be that ethical 
culture proposes to fill the office of the 
church.’ 

Jou may say 80. If we take away from 
the church ite offjce of teaching morals and 
successfully teach morals, the result would 
be the same, would it not? We introduce no 
dogma, no religious belief, no speculative 
system. Sufficient to methatI teach morals 
and achieve practical results. You can say to 
me that if we take away from the church its 
office of teaching morals very littie will be 
left. Aud, t „ as you sagaciously fore- 
see, the church, as it exists to-day, can never 
enter into the opis of moral culture as we 
do, for the 18 
works and the tools with which we w 
different and our modes are different. As I 
said before, however, 1 see no reason why 
there sho be any antagonism between us 
— — — neve the same purposes, 

we y var means. 

‘*‘Why then strive to take from the church 
its office? Is not that aiming a biow at its 
vitality?’’ 

; RESULTS OF THE MOVEMENT. 

Because the church shows no results and 
we do. It is ever thrusting forward its tools 
and emphasizing its methods rather than 
striving to bring ite tools and its methods into 

lay. Dilatation on the beauty ota locomotive, 
ts intricacy of movement, and the genius of 
the man who invented it, will not carry you 
to New York. We say nothing much of our 
methods. We simply point to results.’’ 

“Then you indorse the methods of the 
church in so far as they are merely methods— 
that is, apart from any results? 

That question I have answered. We sim- 
ply point to results. We do not dilate on the 
tools we use.’’ 

ou spoke of agnostics, Professor, are you 
yourself an agnostic?’’
